credit to 
their sovereign, 
the 
commissioners f e l t constrained to re­ 
port 
the existence of measures 
and 
practices 
of 
flagrant. 
Inhumanity. 
Among these are the following: 
“The eviction of a labor tax so o p ­ 
pressive <hat many natives on whom 
it falls have tittle if any freedom. 
“Appro; lotion of land to such an 


extent”that the natives are practically 
prisoners within their own territory. 
“The employment under authority 
of the gover nment as sentries of cruel, 
brutish blocks, 
chosen from 
hostile 
tribes who murder, pillage and rape 
the people for whose 
protection the 
government in avowedly established. 
“The abuse of the natives by white 
represent rf Ives of officially recognised 
companies 
“The binding 
of little 
children to 
years of labor at uncertain wages by 
contracts they do not understand and 
■wen more serious 
maltreatment of 
children supposedly under the Imme­ 
diate care of the government. 


Natives Fear the Courts. 


"Great injustice in the administra­ 
tion of the courts, so that the natives 
dread the name of 
Roma, the place 
whore the judicial 
system is central­ 
ized. 
“The sending out of punitive expedi­ 
tions, not for the purpose of establish­ 
ing peace and order, hilt to terrify the 
natives into paying a tax which, as ad­ 
m inister’ I, even the commissioners re­ 
gard as Inhuman. 
“It is to he remembered that these 
are not charges brought against the 
Congo government, but findings of tho 
commission which was appointed by 
the chief executive of the government 
to Investigate and report on the facts. 
Acting upon these findings a second 
commission, 
also appointed 
by the 
king, has recommended measures of 
reform, 
No steps have been taken to 
adopt them. 
There is no evidence 
thai the Congo government is under­ 
taking seriously to remedy these evils. 
The powers which created the Congo 
government have clearly a right to call 
that 
government to 
account. 
Inas­ 
much as the United States gave its 
moral support to the establishment of 
the Congo government it Is justified in 
giving its moral support to any under­ 
taking to secure conditions in the Con­ 
go that will not disgrace civilization. 
We wish to assure you that for any 
measure you may adopt in order to 
give the powers such moral support 
of the United 
States, you will 
have 
our earnest and urgent approval.”

YESTERDAY 


Henry Towers Probably Fatally 


Shot Al lla^a'Jorn Yesterday 


About Noon 


USED 
10-GAUGE 
SHOT 
GUN 


Charge Took Effect in Hagadorn’s 


Side and His Condition is 


Critical 


What might easily have been murder 
took place yester*lay shortly after noon 
when Henry Towers discharged a IO 
gauge shot gun point blank at Al Hags 
dom just at the corner of Kindred 
street and Second avenue. 
The shot 
took effect in Hagadorn’s left side and 
the wound was t h c ^ h t to be necessari­ 
ly fatal but he is reported today to have 
a chanco for life. 
Tho events which led up to tho shoot­ 
ing as near as could be learned, were 
these. 
Hagadorn, together 
with his 
brother had previously had some trou­ 
ble and when they met yesterday the 
quarrel was resumed. 
Hagadorn, ac 
cording to Towers’ story, knocked hisn 
down and Snell kicked him. 
Tower*, 
who is an old man and small of stature 
became furious with rage and wont 
homo and got a IO gauge shot gun and 
returned to Kindred street. 
Hagadorn 
was just going into McLean’s saloon 
when Tower arrived on the scene and 
ho tired at Hagadorn, the shot tearing 
through the storm door, shattering tho 
latch and tearing away a good sized cir 
cie of the door. 
Hagadorn started down 
the street and get as far as Mrs. Hattie 
Walker’s candy store when lie staggered 
against the building and fell. 
He was 
taken into the store and a doctor and 
ambulance summoned, and he was taken 
to St. Joseph s hospital. 
Towers walked to Hughes’ 
saloon 
where he still was when Chief of Police 
McGivern arrived and took him 
into 
custody. 
Towers, who has neon a resi 
dent of Brainerd for about 20 years is 
said to bo usually of a peccable disposi­ 
tion, but according to some he is of a 
high temper when he has had a drink 
or two. 
It is S lid that he had been 
drinking but was not noticeably under 
the influence of liquor. 
The Hagadorns, 
together with Goo. Snell and Frank 
Sturgeon, according to reports of peo­ 
ple who had seen them on their way 
over from town, shortly before, were no­ 
ticeably under the influence of liquor 
and were quite noisy. 
As Towers tells the story lie was say­ 
ing nothing to them when he was at­ 
tacked. 
He does not yet seem to real­ 
ize the enormity of his crime and be­ 
sought friends who went to see him to 
get him out of the jail at once. 
Mr. 
Fleming, w ho has been retained as his 
attorney, states that he was struck on 
tho head about ten days prior to the en 
counter and had been considered flighty 
ever since. 
Mr. Towers has a wife and 
grandson in Hast Brainerd and a son 
who is said to b e in California and a 
daughter in Europe. 
The stories of the encounter are said 
to very conflicting and it is said that 
Miss Hazel Jones, who happened to be 
passing at the time was the only w it­ 
ness to the shooting outside of the three 
who were in Hagadorn’s company. 
While deploring tho tragedy there 
was much sympathy expressed on 
the 
street for Mr. Towers, who has hereto 
fore borne a first class reputation for in­ 
dustry and economy and was well liked 
by his employers.
